Current Streaks 

>The Huskers have won 70 consecutive 
regular-season Big 12 matches and 71 
straight matches against Big 12 teams. NU’s 
last regular-season loss to a Big 12 opponent 
was at Texas on Oct. 24, 1999, Nebraska 
won 10 straight conference matches to close 
the 1999 season, and went 20-0 in 2000, 
2001 and 2002. Nebraska’s 70-match league 
winning streak ranks third in NCAA history. 


» NU has won 39 straight Big 12 matches 
at home, dating back to a five-game loss to 
Kansas State Sept. 22, 1999. After the KSU 
loss, Nebraska won its last nine Big 12 home 
matches, then won 10 in each of the next 
three seasons. 


> NU has won 26 straight regular-season 
matches and 52 straight regular-season 
matches at home.

> The Huskers have won 25 of 27 Big 
Eight/Big 12 titles. NU has won six of the 
seven possible Big 12 regular-season titles 
—all but the 1997 crown — and claimed 17 
Big Eight tournament titles from 1976 to 
1995, The Big 12 does not play a conference 
tournament. 


> NU is 60-0 in the Big 12 with three league 
championships in head coach John Cook’s 
three seasons in Lincoln.

The contract includes exclusive radio broadcast 
rights to Nebraska football, men’s and women’s basketball, 
volleyball, baseball and softball. d 

Pinnacle heads up a large network of state and national 
affiliates, which allows Husker games to be heard statewide 


and in various areas of the United States. As of press time, 


Pinnacle Sports had a 16-station network 
for Husker volleyball, including 107.3 FM 
in Lincoln and Omaha. The games can also 
be heard live on the Internet by accessing 
Nebraska’s home page at Huskers.com. In 
addition to broadcasting Husker games, 
Pinnacle Sports also provides a daily, live 
call-in show focusing on NU athletics and 
other area sports. 

John Baylor, a veteran sportscaster, 
enters his ninth year as the voice of the 
Nebraska volleyball team. Baylor will 
continue to handle the play-by-play duties 
during the 2003 season as well as host John Cook’s weekly radio 
show.

John Cook faced a daunting task when he was asked to succeed 
~ his mentor and close friend Terry Pettit as the head coach of the 
Nebraska volleyball team. After all; the legendary Pettit spent 23 
seasons at the helm of the Huskers, producing a 694-148-11 overall 
record and guiding NU to 21 conference championships and six 
NCAA semifinal appearances. 

But in just three seasons as Pettit’s successor, Cook has already 
begun to create a legend of his own. Since he was named the 
Nebraska head coach on Dec. 15, 1999, Cook has led the Huskers to 
the 2000 national championship, two NCAA semifinal appearances 
and three Big 12 Conference titles. Cook has guided NU to a 96-4 
overall record and a 60-0 league mark. Cook’s only losses in three 
seasons are to 2001 NCAA champion Stanford, 2001 NCAA 
runner-up Long Beach State, 2002 NCAA champion USC and 2002 
semifinalist participant Hawaii. In the Big 12, NU has dropped just 
11 of the 191 conference games it has played over the past three 
seasons, good for a .942 winning percentage. 

With Cook at the helm, Nebraska has produced one AVCA 
Division I National Player of the Year, one NCAA Top Eight Award 
winner, one Honda Award winnér, 10 AVCA All-Americans, one 
Verizon/CoSIDA Academic All-American of the Year, six Verizon/ 
CoSIDA Academic All-Americans, two Big 12 Players of the Year 
and three Big 12 Co-Players of the Year. The Huskers also combined 
for 10 All-Big 12 Conference awards and 16 academic All-Big 12 
certificates. 

Cook’s accomplishments haven’t gone 
unnoticed, as he was named the 2000 AVCA 
Division I Coach of the Year and the 2001 
Big 12 Conference Coach of the Year, 


Three Straight 30-Win Seasons 

In 2000, his first season at the helm, Cook 
was named the AVCA Coach of the Year after 
guiding the Huskers to a 34-0 record and the 
national championship. The Huskers, who 
became just the second team in NCAA history 
to cap an undefeated season with a national 
title, were ranked No. 1 in the AVCA/USA 
Today Top 25 poll for a record 14 straight 
weeks, Nebraska also broke single-season school 
records for wins and winning percentage. 

The Nebraska players flourished under Cook, 
whose responsibilities included working directly 
with the setters during his first two seasons. 
Sophomore setter Greichaly Cepero earned 
AVCA National Player-of-the-Year honors. Three 
Huskers won AVCA All-America certificates, and 


five Nebraska players were named to the All-Big 12 teams. Laura 
Pilakowski earned Verizon/CoSIDA Academic All-America honors. 

In 2001, Nebraska fell just two wins short of capturing another 
NCAA title. The Huskers went 20-0 in the Big 12 en route to 
capturing their fifth consecutive conference championship, and 
Cook was named,the Big 12 Coach of the Year. NU finished the 
season with a 31-2 record after falling to eventual national champion 
Stanford in the NCAA Semifinals. 

Nebraska broke the school record for opponent hitting percentage 
and placed four players on the AVCA All-American teams, the most 
in a single-season in school history. Senior right side hitter Nancy 
Metcalf (Meendering) was selected as an NCAA Top Eight Award 
winner. Pilakowski and Cepero joined Metcalf on the Verizon/ 
CoSIDA Academic All-America teams, and a conference-best nine 
Nebraska players were awarded academic All-Big 12 honors. 

In Cook’s third season, NU finished the year ranked fifth in 
the AVCA poll with a 31-2 record to secure its third straight 30- 
win season. Cepero and Amber Holmquist again earned first-team 
AVCA All-America honors, and Pilakowski was recognized on the 
second team. Pilakowski was named a first-team Verizon/CoSIDA 
Academic All-American, and Holmquist was a second-team pick. 
Nebraska was the NCAA blocks per game champion for the third 
consecutive year and ranked second nationally with a .326 hitting 
percentage. 


Building the Badgers 

Cook, who served as an assistant under Pettit for three seasons 
from 1988 to 1991, took over the Nebraska head coaching job after 
serving as associate head coach during the 1999 season. Before 
returning to Nebraska in 1999, Cook led Wisconsin to six straight 
postseason appearances in seven seasons as the Badgers’ head 


coach. 
Cook, 46, compiled a 161-73 record at the helm of the Badgers, 
including an 89-51 


league mark in one of the nation’s toughest 
conferences. He was named the Big Ten Co- 
Coach and AVCA District 2 Coach of the 
Year in 1997 after leading the Badgers to a 
share of the Big Ten title with a 19-1 mark 
and school-best 30-3 overall record. 


Other Coaching Experiences 
Cook brings Olympic and 
championship experience to the Husker 
staff. As the first assistant coach with the 
US. Men’s National Volleyball team, Cook 
aided the United States to a bronze medal 
in the 1992 Olympic Games in Barcelona. 
A graduate of the University of San 
Diego, Cook earned his bachelor’s degree 
in history in 1979. He completed his 
master’s degree in teaching and coaching 
effectiveness from San Diego State in 
1991.

Craig Skinner enters his fourth season as an assistant coach after 
playing a major role in the Huskers’ 96-4 run during the past three 
seasons. 

Skinner’s greatest contribution to the Huskers’ success, NU Head 
Coach John Cook said, has been his work with the middle blockers. 
The Huskers have led the nation in blocks per game the past three 
seasons. They averaged 4.15 in 2000, when Amber Holmquist led the 
nation with 1.98 per game, and 4.18 in 2001. In 2002, the Huskers 
produced a national-best 3.79 blocks-per-game average. Under 
Skinner’s direction, Holmquist ranked second in the country with 
2.01 blocks per game. 

Nebraska’s middle blockers have earned four All-America awards 
in the past three years under the guidance of Skinner, who was 
promoted to head assistant coach in February 2003. 

In addition to training the middle blockers, Skinner coordinates 
all recruiting for Nebraska and serves as the director of the Huskers’ 
prestigious summer camps.

Tagaloa’s other coaching experiences include a stint as BYU’s 
graduate assistant coach in 1995. In 2002, she was elected to the 
USA Volleyball Board of Directors to serve a three-year term as an 
international female player representative. :

Tagaloa brings extensive international experience to Nebraska. A 
member of the U.S. National Team from 1997 to 2001, she was the 
starting setter for the squad from January of 1999 to August of 2000. 
In 2000, Tagaloa helped Team USA qualify for the Sydney Olympics 
at the NIKE Americas Volleyball Challenge. However, Tagaloa 
sprained her wrist at the Grand Prix one month before the Olympics 
and was relegated to a supporting role in Sydney. 

Tagaloa has played professionally overseas, compéting in Italy 
for Barrese Volley Napoli and in Switzerland for Adliswil. She also 
competed professionally in the National Volleyball Association 
(1994-95) and the Professional Volleyball League (1995-96). 

Tagaloa played collegiately at Brigham Young from 1991 to 1994. 
A two-time AVCA All-American, Tagaloa 
guided BYU to the school’s first- 
ever NCAA semifinal appearance in 
1994 after earning Western Athletic 
Conference Player-of-the-Year honors. 
Tagaloa ended her career as the Cougars’ 
all-time assist leader with 5,321. 


Before Nebraska 

Skinner, 32, is a native of Muncie, Ind. He teamed with Cook at 
Wisconsin from 1994 to 1996, aiding the Badgers to a 68-35 record. 

Skinner, a graduate of Ball State, helped lead his alma mater’s 
men’s team to wins over three nationally ranked teams and an 8-4 
record at midseason before leaving for Nebraska. BSU finished the 
season ranked 13th in the USA Today/AVCA Top 25. Skinner’s 
coaching resume also includes working with the Asics Munciana 
Volleyball Club and the U.S. Junior Men’s National Team.

NU Fans Make the Venue One of the Most Intimidating Places in College Volleyball 


Former Head Coach Terry Pettit built the Nebraska volleyball 
program brick by brick for 23 seasons. While the Husker helm is 
now manned by Head Coach John Cook, Nebraska’s tradition of 
excellence has continued to reach new heights with the help of one 
of the greatest home-court advantages in collegiate volleyball, the 
Nebraska Coliseum. 

During the Pettit/Cook era, the Huskers have qualified for 21 
consecutive NCAA ‘Tournaments on the NU Coliseum floor. Cook 
credited the NU Coliseum crowd with willing the Huskers to a 
come-from-behind, 3-2 win over South Carolina in the 2000 NCAA 
second round. During his tenure, Pettit was always quick to point 
out that part of Nebraska’s solid foundation came from fantastic 
facilities, specifically its home court in the 4,030-seat Nebraska 
Coliseum. 

“Winston Churchill said ‘in the beginning, we build buildings. 
In the end, we are shaped by the buildings we live in’ I think 
the Coliseum shapes Nebraska volleyball,’ Pettit said. “It’s an 
environment that creates intimacy. It’s a classic structure and in a lot 
of ways reflects what the Nebraska program is all about.” 

Phe Coliseum, which sits nestled on the University campus, is a 


beautiful display of architecture highlighted by its powerful Roman 


columns gracing the front steps. But while it’s beauty is appreciated 
by Husker players, coaches and fans, it is one of the most-dreaded 
places for opponents to play in the sport of volleyball, and arguably 
one of the toughest places to play in college athletics. 

Nebraska volleyball has had unmatched success in the confines 
of the cozy Coliseum, posting 12 undefeated seasons and compiling 
an all-time record of 395-25 under its roof. During the 1990s, 
Nebraska posted a record of 142-6 in the Coliseum. 

While these numbers are impressive, the Big 12 and former Big 
Eight members managed even fewer wins. That’s because Nebraska 
doesn’t lose to conference opponents in the Coliseum. 

Only once in 27 years of regular-season Big Eight/Big 12 play 
has a conference opponent ever won on the Coliseum floor. In fact, 
during that time, only three conference opponents have managed to 
win in Lincoln. Nebraska suffered its first-ever regular-season loss to 
a conference foe in 1999, falling to Kansas State, 15-9, 16-14, 16-18, 
7-15, 15-17, on Sept. 22, snapping a streak of 101 consecutive wins 
against regular-season conference opponents. 

Nebraska lost a 2-1 decision to Missouri on Oct. 15, 1977, but no 
regular-season standings were kept until 1983. Nebraska’s only other 
loss in Lincoln was a'2-3 decision to Colorado on Oct. 8, 1997, in 


the Bob Devaney Sports Center, giving NU a 171 2 all-time league 


record in the Coliseum. 

Pettit said the home-court advantage is most 
valuable during its long, hard-fought battles. 

“The home crowd was a big advantage when we 
were fatigued or drained in the middle of a four- or 
five-game match,” Pettit said. “The players used 
the energy and electricity from the fans to pull 
them through difficult stretches. I don’t think that 
it’s as big an advantage against the elite teams, but 
it definitely makes a difference.” 

Nebraska has used that success at home to 
propel it through the NCAA Tournament. 

The Huskers have hosted an NCAA 
Tournament match every season since 1984 
and have capitalized on each opportunity 
by compiling a 37-2 playoff record in the 
stoic building. And Nebraska fans have been 
rewarded by seeing all of the Huskers’ 
NCAA regional championships won on their 
home court. 

Nebraska carried a 65-match Coliseum 
win streak into the 1999 season, but suffered a 
loss to No. 6 Pacific in the State Farm/NACWAA Classic semifinal. 
In 2002, the Huskers carried a 63-match home winning streak into 
its NCAA regional final match against Hawaii, but fell, 3-1. 

The win streaks are a direct result of Nebraska’s frenzied crowds 
that routinely jam the building’s bleachers. The Huskers finished 
second in the nation in 2002 with an average attendance of 4,390. 

Fans have been known to line up as much as four to five hours 
in advance to see their Husker volleyball team in action. During the 
2000 season, fans set an NCAA regular-season attendance mark of 
12,504 for a match against Colorado in the Bob Devaney 
Sports Center. Nebraska has averaged more than 3,000 fans 
for 10 of the past 12 seasons. 

The Coliseum’s roots go back to the 1920s when it was 


the home for the Husker basketball 


team.

to 1977, when the construction on the Bob Devaney 
Sports Center was completed: 

Since then, the volleyball team has been its lone tenant. In 
1991, the Huskers had a one-year hiatus from the Coliseum while 
the building was being renovated and tailored for volleyball. 
The renovation provided a more comfortable atmosphere for 
players, coaches and fans. Among 
the additions were a new 
sound system, scoreboard, 
overhead lights and a new 

floor. Offices for coaches 

and administrators, as

constructed for a better 
working environment.
